VATICAN SQUARE PAVING 


ENDS LENGTHY DISPUTE 
BETWEEN CHURCH, STATE 


ROME—The imposing but age- 


worn square in front of St Peter's 
is at last to be newly paved and 
overhauled as part of the dress- 
ing-up process in anticipation of 
Holv Year, 1925, but only after 
more than 60 jears of disagree- 
ment as to whether the expense 
should be born by the Vatican or 
the municipality of Rome. 
The 


city has finally made the necev- 
sary appropriations, and work al- 
ready has been begun. 


The square, one of the show 


places of Rome, has been in need 
of repair almost ever since the 
temporal power of the papacy 
was overthrown in 1870, but un- 
til now the city has refused to sup- 
ply the 
funds because It was 


argued that, since It formed an In- 
tegral pert of the <fcth*>dral and 
Vatican 
grounds, 
the 
expense 


should 1)e borne by the church. 
The church authorities retorted 
that It was on« of the ritj s most 
beautiful and picturesque public 
squares, since it *as alwavs open 
to the public, and, therefore.
